THE BRETHREN AT EPHESUS 


The first great shower of the 
Pentecostal experience fell on 
the Gentiles, probably in the 
year, A. D. 41 and continued to 
fall in the various parts of the 
world insomuch that’ there 
were churches established 
whose membership consisted of 
Gentiles and Jews united in 
love. 

And about fourteen years ait- 
er this Pentecostal shower of 
the Spirit we have recorded in 
the Bible another one which I 
will next mention in order. 
“And it came to pass, that, 
while Apollos was at Corinth, 
Paul having passed through the 
upper coasts came to Ephesus: 
and finding certain disciples, He 
said unto them, Have ye receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? and they said unto him, 
We have not so much as heard 
whether there be any | Holy 
Ghost. And he said unto them, 
unto what then were ye baptiz- 
ed? and they said, Unto John’s 
baptism. 

Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of re- 
pentance, saying unto the peo- 
ple, that they should believe on 
him which should come after 
him, that is, on Christ Jesus. 
When they heard this, they 
were baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, And when Paul 
had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied. And all the 
men were about twelve.” (Acts 
19 :1-7.) 

It was on Paul’s’ third mis- 
sionary journey more than 
twenty years after Pentecost | 
that he came to Ephesus and/| 
found these twelve brethren : 
serving the Lord, and about the! 
first thing he asked them was, 
“Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye_ believed?” 
These men were believers in' 
God but this question sounded 
strange to them as it would to 
many believers to-day who 
thought they received the Holv 
Ghost when they believed. 
These men were honest and re- 
plied. ““We have never heard 
whether there be any Holy 
Ghost,” and then Paul asked 
them, “Unto what then were ve 
haptized?” 

It seems that Paul knew that 
they had some knowledge of 
God, but up to this time, did not 
know how far they had been in- 
structed in the way of salvation, 
and when they had told him 
that they had been baptized un- 
to John’s baptism, Paul did not 
criticize their Baptist religion, 
but began with the doctrine of 
John and showed how that John 
told the people to believe on Je- 
sus who was coming after him, 
and in Matthew 3:11, we find 
that John told his disciples that 
Jesus would baptize them with 
the Holy Ghost and fire, so of 
course Paul did not fail to men- 
tion this for when they heard 
him they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and 
when he had prayed and laid 
hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them; and they 
began to speak with tongues. 

Receiving the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking 
with other tongues under the 
ministry of Peter and Paul 

seemed to be a very common

he had had along this line was 
in Judas’ house on Straight 
Street, in Damascus when 
Annanias came to him and laid 
his hands on him that he might 
reveive his sight and he filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

Again in the 15th verse, he 
saic, “I will pray with the spirit 
and I will pray with the under- 
standing also, I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding also.”

doing so he has explained many 
things in regard to speaking in 
tongues. “Follow after charity, 
and desire spiritual gifts, but 
rather that ye may prophesy. 
For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not un- 
to men, but unto God: for no 
man understandeth him; how- 
beit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries. But he that prophe- 
sieth speaketh unto men to edi- 
fication, and exhortation, and 
comfort.

I would that ye all 
spake with tongues, but rather 
that ye prophesied: for greater 
is he that prophesieth than he 
that speaketh with tongues, ex- 
cept he interpret, that the 
church may receive edifying. 1 
Cor. 14:1. In the above Scrip- 
ture Paul has showed the dif- 
ference in the effect of speak- 
ing in tongues and prophesying. 

Prophesy means to foretell 
with a divine inspiration and it 
is greater than speaking in ton- 
gues because the foretelling of 
God’s plans will edify the whole 
church where speaking in an 


hymn book, it does not apply 
there at all, but it means sing- 
ing in tongues as we very oft- 
en hear spirit-filled people do, 
and he also adds, I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing 
with the understanding also, 
which will apply to singing with , 
inspiration, a song which we' 
have learned and other people 
can understand. Singing with 
the Spirit is not for man to un- 
derstand, for it is the Spirit 
through you singing praises and , 
honor unto God. 

We will now quote the 16th 
and 17th verses in order. “Else 
when thou shalt bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that occu- 
pieth the room of the unlearned 
say, Amen at thy giving of 
thanks, seeing he understand- 
eth not what thou sayeth? For 
thou verily givest thanks well, 
but the other is not edified. He 
is showing these two verses how 
one might bless or give thanks 
unto God with the spirit, which 
is in tongues as is explained 
above, but those who are pres- 
ent do not understand and are 
not edified. Yet he giveth 
thanks well and it is acceptable 
with God. And in the next 
verse, 18, he said, “I thank my 
God, I speak with tongues 
more than ye all.” Tongues 
are such a great blessing to a 
saint of God in talking to their 
heavenly Father, and singing 
praise and honor and giving 
of thanks unto Him that Paul 
has come out openly before the 
world in the above verse, and 
thanked his God that he’spoke 
in tongues. There are many 
other professed Christians who 
are narrow minded enough to 
fight a thing with all their 
strength and knowledge, that 
Paul loved so well that he 
thanked God for. 


After Paul had thanked God 
for speaking in tongues in the 
next verse he said, “Yet in the 
church, I had rather speak five 
words with my understanding, 
that by my voice I might teach 
others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue. 
1 Cor. 14:19. 

In this verse, he is still carry- 
ing the same thought of show- 
ing how unnecessary it is for 
one to try to teach the church 
something in an unknown ton- 
gue. He thanks God that he 
speaks in tongues yet in the 
church if he is going to teach 
them something he wants to 
speak with an understanding so 
they will know what he said, for 
if he spoke in an unknown ton- 
gue he would not be speaking 
to man, but to God, and man 
could not understand. There- 
fore, it is useless for me to un- 
dertake teaching someone in 
tongues because it is against 
the Bible and five words in my 
understanding would be worth 
more than ten thousand in an 
unknown tongue. 

There is nothing in this verse 
or chapter that is against speak- 
ing in tongues, and nothing but 
what could be understood by 
one who will comply ‘with the 
next verse, 20, which I will give, 
“Brethren be not children in un- 
derstanding: howbeit in malice 
beye children, but in under- 
standing be men.” The trou- 





the one that is speaking for as 
verse 2 says that no man under- 
standeth him for heis not 
speaking to men but unto God 
and in the spirit he is speaking 
mysteries. 

Many folks who want to fight 
tongues, will say, “I do not see 
any use of that jabbering, for I 
cannot understand a thing they 
are saying.” I will also say, I 
do not believe in that jabbering, 
but I do believe in speaking in 
the unknown tongue, and if I 
speak in an unknown tongue it 
is no one’s business what I say 
for Iam not talking to them, 
but I am in the spirit sveahing 
the mysteries to Col ané it is 
not intended to edify anvone but 
myself, except it be interpreted, 
but if I or some one else should 
get the interpretation and tell 
it unto the church the whole 
body will be edified the same as 
if I had been p’ophesying. 

Paul is not condemning 
speaking in tongues, for he said. 
I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye 
propiess:, somy advice to a ton- 
gue fighter would be to stop 
your fighting now and seek the 
Holy Ghost ard speak in ton- 
gues as Paul said he would that 
all the Corinthian brethren 
would do, and seek that greater 
blessing of prophesying, and 
the gift of interpretation of ton- 
vues and be a blessing to God.

Now we will proceed with the 
explanation of the chapter in 
order, from the 6th to the 15th 
verse. Paul is showing the use- 
imimess of on2 speaking to the 
church in tongues. except by 
revelation, knowledge, prophe- 
sying or by doctrine, for if one 
goes to another speaking in a 
tongue that he does not under- 
stand he is a barbarian ty the 
one he is speaking to, and the 
one he is speaking to is a bar- 
barian to him, so that kind of 
jabbering to men is forbidden by 
Paul, but speaking ‘!n tongues 
to the Lord. or interpret it your-

| ommended bv Him, for he said 
iin the 13 and 14th verses, 
“Wherefore let him that speak- 
, eth in an unknown tongue pray 
‘that he may interpret. For if I 
' pray in a unknown tongue, my 
spirit prayeth, but my nnder- 
standing is unfruitful.”

In the next verse, 21, Paul re- 
fers to some of Isaiah’s 
prophecy which is in order to 
give next. “In the law it is writ- 
ten, With men of other tongues 
and other lips will I speak unto 
this people; and yet for ail that 
will they not hear me, saith the 
Lord.” This class of people did 
not all pass away in Paul’s day 
but there are many of them 
living to-day and failing to give 
beed to the things of God and 
we also still have with us the 
other class xs mentioned in 
ves 26, as folluwing. “How is 
it then brethren when ye come 
together, everyone of you hath 
a Pslam, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath 
an interpretation, Let all things 
be done unto edifying.” 

In the Corinthian church it 
seems that some had gone into 
fanaticism on speaking in ton- 
gues and some other things, and 
when they wouli come together 
in the church one would have a 
psalm, another some kind of 
dgctrine and another a tongue,—’ 
afd another a revelation, and 
another an interpretatioa that’ 
was not real, or in other words 
not from God, and when they 
told what they had, crossing 
up each other it caused confu- 
sion among them and Paul was 
trying to get them out of that 
childish fanatic way of doing 
business for the Lord, and in 
the next two verses he gives 


agree with the spirit and keep 
them out of confusion, “if any 
man speak in an unknown ton- 
gue. let it be by two, or at the 
most by three, and that by
